This is 
Colonel Roosevelt 
in the feather-dust- 
er style made fam- 
ous by Mr. Hughes, 
of New York, now 
Governor of that 
great and growing 
State, and with his 
future securely 
locked up in the United States Supreme 
Court strong-box. If Colonel Roosevelt, 
in this style, is not hair-apparent, as 
one might say, I don’t know who looks 
more like it. (Applause.) These are 
the real whiskerinos of poetry and song, 
and Colonel Roosevelt in them looks 
like a three-time winner. Whether 
whiskers have anything to do with poli- 
tics or not is not for me to say, being a 
humble voter only; but it is a known fact 
that Colonel Roosevelt was elected Gov- 
ernor of New York by a closer shave than 
Mr. Hughes was.
